A 
rebel named. Wm. H. Mumford having torn 
down the Hap which was on tho mint, was 
arrested, tried by tho Military Commission, 
and found guilty, he was ordered by Gen. 
Butler to be executed on tho 7th of? June. 
The order was fully carried out by hanging

speaks of putting up fruit in jars as fol- 
lows :

During the past year we havo kept eev. 


eral buahela of fruit of different kinds^al 
ways in good "condition, and the portion 
now unused is almost as fresh und delicious 
as when first packed. For keeping wo 
have all sorts of glass bottles and jara, hold 
ing from a pint to two quarts each—inolnd 
ing several of, tho patent jars with caps oi 
various patterns.

doaen glass jara with India rubber rings 
expanded by a compressini; screw, of whicl 
five gave way and the fruit was lost.

the common glaia bottle and jars we have 
not lost one. • There is hardly n glass hot 
tie of whatever form that cannot bo tnrnci 
to account for preserving fru'tts—even junk 
bottlea, aoda'-water bottles, 'jars, etc., etc 
The best form S3 a wido'tnouthed quart bot 
tie or jar, the neck drawn in to give n 
shoulder for the cork to rest upon.

lo put the fruit in. a preserving kettle o 
some kind—a glazed iron kettle, or even f 
tinned one, or a tin-pail will do—and sweet 
en it with just sugar enough to fit it for the 
table. Tbe sweetening is added in the form 
o'f .a uyrup made by-boiling from .ouirtp 
three iponnds of sugar (usually 2 Ifas) with

Fruit. 


The Agriculturist, for June, haa a good 


article upon preserving fruits, in which it 
speaks of putting np fruit in jars as fol- 
lows : 


During the past year we have kept sev 


eral bushels of fruit of different kinds, al- 
ways in good condition, and the portion 
now unused is almost as fresh and delicious 
as when first packed. 
For keeping we 


have all sorts of glass bottles and jars, hold- 
ing from a pint to two quarts each^inolud- 
ing several of the patent jars with gaps of 
various patterns. 
Among these were a 


dozen glass jars with India rubber rings 
expanded by a com pressing screw, of which 
five gave way and the fruit was lost. Of 
the common glass bottle and jars we have 
not lost one. 
There is hardly a glass bot- 


tle of whatever form that; cannot be turned 
to account for preserving fruits—even junk 
bottles, soda-water bottles, jars, etc., etc. 
The best form is a wide-mouthed quart bot- 
tle or jar, the neck drnwn in to give a 
shoulder for the cork to rest upon. For the 
larger fruits wide necks are needed ; for the 
smaller, berry fruits, narrow necks answer 
perfectly. 


PREPARING THE FROIT.—Our method is, 


to put the fruit in a preserving kettle of 
some kind—a glazed iron kettle, or even a 
tinned one, or a tin pail will do—and sweet-. 
en it with just sugar enough to fit it for the 
table. The sweetening is added in the form 
of a syrup made by boiling from one to 
threeIpounols of sugar (usually 2 Ibs) with

While advancing slowly, the rebels epe»- 
ed a destructive fire from two. rifled -ii- 
pouodere ou the fleet, to which the fot.r 
gunboats replied vigorously for a half hour. 
It was at this moment that the'great catas- 
trophe occurred. 
An unlucky shot from 


one of the heavy guns on the hill cacie- . 
plunging down, and strur-k'the Mound Ci:y 
on the larboard quarter, forward ahead of 
the iron plates, and cut its way throagh the 
neavy timber as'if. it was an inch; board, and! 
struck the steam drum, passed throogk it 
and the heater, and brought np in the pan- 
try,- where its progress -was stayed. Then 
followed a scene which beggars description, 
ine decks were crowded with nearly 200 
men, and as the hot scalding steam was 
thrown with tremendous force betiveen the 
decks a terrible cry of agony -wos», which 
my informant says, will ring in his ears to 
all eternity. Out of 180 men twenty five- 
are all that escaped injury." Every officer 
but one was scalded or killed outright. He

was on the upper deck, and out of reach of 
the steam. He was first master C. Doming 
of Peoria. '

Capl. Kilty was in the pilot house, and- 


was badly scalded about the face, hands and. 
feet, but is expected to recover. Several 
jumped overboard,^ and the yawls of the 
other gunboats quickly went to their assist- 
ance. At this juncture Col. Fry, the inhu- 
man devil incarnate commanding the rebel 
fortifications, ordered his sharpshooters to 
pick off the poor sailors swimming in the 
water, and for some time kept firing at 
them with his large gnns. A shot passed 
through tUe Conestoga's launch, but fortu- 
nately killed no one. • Many of ofcr men 
were killed in Ihe water, and several drown- 
ed.

By this time firing had ceased, und tne" 


Lexmgten towed the disabled Mound Ciiy 
mto the bend. The tag came to the trans"- 
ports for surgeons and assistanbe. for the 
scalded. The sufferers were all stripped, th« 
skin coming off in large flakes .with their 
clothing, and all turned to render assistance 
so imperatively demanded. 
One of the 


men, who was dying on the gun. deck, by 
some means caught hold of the rope by 
which the cap on the gun exploded, and in 
the extermity of his agony discharged the 
larboard bow gun, a very large one ,and the 
shot passed through the: engine of the New 
National, forward of the wheel, "cutting off a 
steam pipe of the larboard engine and se- 
verely scalding the engineer. 


At this time news came from Col. Fitch 


that he had taken the fort; also that Col. 
try, the rebel 
commander, was badly 


wounded in the shoulder.
